Philadelphia, Pa., April 
dent Taft tonight was the principal 
speaker at the Grant birthday dinner, 
of the Union League in this city and 
paid a striking tribute to the soldier- 
president. 

Mr. Taft was sharply criticised a year 
ago because of certain of his refer- 
ence@ to General Grant and. he took 
advantage of tonight's opportunity to 
express anew his admiration for Gen- 
eral Grant as a man, as a soldier and 
as chief executive of the United States. 
President Taft, . fotiowing™ Mie almost 
invariable stom, spoke extempora- 
neously, at es in a half quizzical 
manner, and re was frequent laugh- 
tet as well as appladse at his reference 
to, political conditions in the ‘south. 

How Grant Feught South. 

“There are ¢ertain things with re- 
spect to General Grant that today come 
back with reference t6 our passing life. 
They said that Grant had rot the mili- 
tary genius that other generals dis- 
played in the war. To my mind his 
mind and brains epted the very 
genius of the war tO suppress the re- 
bellion because, it was his mind that 
grasped the thought umtil we had 
‘fought # out with ouf brave opponents 
and. met them in thet and fought 
them as soldiers, untifywe convinced 
them by our strength that. the battle 
was hopeless, ‘we ‘could not .expect to 
have a uniteq country. 

“And therefore, from the time he be- 
gan in Belmofit until he accepted the 
surrender of ‘Lee at Appomattox, he 


but he fought the enemy, and he fought 
and fought and fought until he wore 
out the’ opposition, because only by 
wearing them out could he hope to 
bring about the condition in which there 
should be complete peace. (Applauge.) 

Spirit of Appomattox Triumphant. 

“What I wished particularly to dwell 
upon tonight was the spirit of the peace 
at Appomattox, represented on the one 
hand by the magnanimity and far- 
sightedness of Grant and by the self-re- 
straint and courage and far-sighted 
patriotism (for that it was) on the part 
of Lee in bringing the struggle to a 
close. That spirit at Appomattox is to- 
day, I trust, trfumphant. Between the 
two leaders it existed when the terms 
of the surrender were signed, but It 
was impossible under the conditions 
that spirit should control and make 
itself immediatgly manffest between 
the two sections. The conditions were 
such that that could not be. 

The remnants of slavery, the distress- 
ed condition of the south and the feel- 
ings that had been wrought between the 
two sections should not be downed Dy 
the mere expression of two such lead- 
ers as Grant and Lee, as it was neces- 
sary, I suppose, that we should s0 
through that thirty or forty years in 
order that the rent which was made to 
the foundations of our country and of 
our civilization shoul? be reunited in 4 
common country, with} common spirit. 

“But, what I mean to point out &, 
that that spirit we now rejoice in, as We 
the two sections no re- 
maining bitterness, is a spirit that as 
between the two great commanders ex- 
isted the day that they shook hands and 
signed the terms of surrender. 

Closer Union of North and South. 

“It is a matter that I have very much 
at heart. I believe it is possible to make 
the two sections even closer together. 
The south is a more homogeneous peo- 
ple than we. Emigration into this counh- 
try spread over the north and west, not 
into the south, end the south preserved 
its traditions longer than did we in the 
north. Added to that trait and quality 
of theirs was the fact that for a long 
time the traces of war and the suffer- 
ings from war were present to them, 
and always they have present the col- 
ored race, to bring back recollection of 
the strife. Pessgerty has come to the 
south. 

“Some changes, I fear, are necessary 
in fixed economic principles to promote 
the business of the south. We are all 
in the same boat in a more emphatic 
sense than we ever were before in the 
history of the country—I mean business 
boat, and they of the south, especially 
their business men, are trembling in the 
balarice of doubt as to just where they 
are politically. (Laughter.) | 


Independece Urged in South.

As Soon as Sheik-Ul-Islam Act- 
ed, the National Assembly 
Deposed Abdul Hamid and 
Declared Reschad Sultan. 
Abdul Hamid to Be Kept in 
Constantinople, 


Constantinople, April 27.—The reign 
of Abdul Hamid I. ended today with his 
deposition and the accession of his 
brother, Mehemmed Reschad Effendi, as 
Mehemed V., a variation. of «Mahomet, 
it befnmg considered inappropriaté to 
assume the. precise name of the 
prophet. —~ 

Mehemed V. is the thirty-fifth sover- 
eign of Turkey, in male descent, of the 
house of Osman, the founder of the em- 
pire, and the twenty-ninth sultan since 
the conquest of Constantinople. 

Chureh Condemned Abdul Hamid. 

The two houses of parliament, meet- 
ing as a national assembly in the fore- 
noon, approved the decree of deposi- 
tion, which was read by the Shelk-U1- 
Islam, chief of the Ulemas, and su- 
preme judge on ecclesiastical questions. 
The document recites that Abdul Ham- 
‘~ * were contrary to the sacred 

and set forth a long Mist of 
crimes, the whole making a «terrible 
indictment. The assembly chose Me- 
hemmed Reschad as sultan, and ap- 
pointed committees to notify the de- 


, {throned sovereign and his successor of 


its action. The firing of 10! guns an- 
nounced to the waiting people that a 
new sultan had been proclaimed. 

The ceremonies connected with the 
transfer of the powet. were . simple. 


The newly-chosen ruler came from: hie 
palace in Galata ‘Yhrough the streets 
linge with troops and cheering thou- 
 eands, and took the oath at the wer of- 
fice. He then proceeded to the parliia- 
ment and later went to the Dolmabag- 
tsche palace as head of the empire, 
where, for so many years, he had prac- 
ticaNy been a prisoner. 
Martial Law Relaxed. ' 

Martial law was relaxed tonight, and 
the people gave themselves. over to 
celebrating the victory of the Young 
Turks party and the end of Abdul 
Hamid’s reign. Many buildings were 
illuminated, and thousands of rounds’ 
were fired; by the soldiers. General 
good humor prevailed eevrywhere. 

The question of the new cabinet has 
not yet been settled, but it ie thought 
that Ahmed Riza wil! be grand vizier, 
while some of his assistants will prob- 
ably be Hilma. Pasha, the former pre- 
mier, as minister of the interior: 
Diavid Bey, as minister of finance, and 
Rifaat Pasha, as minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 

The Sheik-Ul-Islam, supported by all 
the principal personages of the higher 
church administration, tseued the Fet- 
va, as the decree of deposition is called. 
It informed Mehemmed Reschad Effen- 
di that Re was chosen sultan by the 
will of the church, the will of the 
liament, the will of the army and/fthe 
will of the people. It admonished him 
to serve God and keep the sacred law 
as communicated by the prophet. This 
Reschad humbly promised to do. 

It Is the Will of Allah. 

The Fetva was prepared last night, 
both -Abdul Hamid and his father, 
Prince Reschad, being informed at an 
early hour this morning. The Sheik- 
Ui-Isl it is said, personally visited 
the su me and read him the decree. He 
informed his majesty that the question

Foes of Income Tax Denounced. 

Reviewing one case after another, Mr. 
Bailey quoted from court opinions and 
other authorities to substantiate his 
contention respecting the constitution- 
ality of an income tax. He then de- 
parted for a time from his purely legal 
argument and launched into a denun- 
ciation of men, who, he said, resist the 
income tax as inquisitorial and caleu- 
jated to make the United States a ‘‘na- 
tion of liars.” 

“That this tax is inquisitorial’’ said 
Mr.’ Bailey, “is true, but not more so 
than any other tax. To compel me to 
tell the source of my income, as is done 
in the state in which I live. is as in- 
guisitorial as to compel me to tell the 
amoynt of my income.

Abdul’ Hamid replied: . 

“Tl expected this. It is fate. My only 
wish is that the lives of myself and 
family may be safeguarded and that I; 
may reside at the palace of Cheraghan, 
as I wish to die where I was born.” | 

A similar deputation proceeded to the 
Dolmabagtsche palace in Galata and 
informed Mehemmed Reschad Effendi of 
the nation’s wish. The newly . »pro- 
claimed sultan replied that he bowed to 
the will of the people. 

‘Later the assembly debated the mo- | 
mentous question of Abdul Hamid’s fu- 
ture residence, The. suggestion that he 
be allowed to travel abroad was etrong- | 
ly opposed on the ground that it might 
cause complications. It was finally de- 
cided that he must remain at Constan- 
tinople. 

At 2:30 in the afternoon a salute of 21 
guns announced the departure of Me- 
hemmed Reschad to the Seraskerat to 
swear fidelity to the constitution. Had 
his succession followed the death of the 
sultan this ceremony would. have oc- 
curred at the Top-Kahou palace, where 
the relics of the prophet are reserved, 
but as the succession ensued as the re- 
sult ef the dethronement. of the ruler, 
the ceremony was held at the war of- 
fice. 

Sultaa-Elect Crosses Bosphorus. 

The sultan-elect came by boat across 
the Bosphorus to Stamboul. He landed’ 
near the Sublime Porte and thence pro- 
ceeded to the Seraskerat in a closed 
carriage, drawn by black horses.

Why tfltere’s no dis- 
agreement between the governor and 
myself except in thé newspapers,” he 
said when asked about the reported 
clash between them regarding port 
rates on cotton. 

Then he was asked point blank his 
opinion as to the proposed reduction of 
5 cents per !00 pounds on cotton from 
interior points to the Georgia ports. 

“IT have not expressed any opinion on 
that subject,” the chairman replied,

Then the chairman proceeded to the 
discussion of some “facts” regarding 
port rates on cotton which he had pre- 
pared for the consideration of the rail- 
road commission. 

He explained why he compared the 
port rates on cotton in Georgia with 
those in Alabama and Texas. These are 
about the -only cotton states in which 
conditions are similar to those in Geor- 
gia, he said. 

‘ The Rates in Other States. 

Ten he pointed out how the port 
rates on cotton both in Texas and Ala- 
bama are higher than those now exist- 
ing in Georgia. Take, for instance, the 
rate from Dallas and Fort Worth to 
Galveston, which is 55 cents per 100 
pounds, while the rate from Rome, Ga., 
to Savannah, which is about the same 
distance, is 46 cents. 

The rate from Birmingham, Ala., to 
Mobile is 46 cents; from Atlanta to Sa- 
vanhah, similar in distance, 43 cents. 

And so the comparison runs, Chair- 
man McLendon remarking,that when he 
first began a study of the matter he 
was of the opinion that the Georgia 
rates were unduly and unjustly high. 
What his present opinion of them fs 
he did not say.

DEMURRER OF EZZARD 
OVERRULED BY COURT 


Defendant Attacks the Validi- 
ty of Clearing House 
Certificates. 


The legalit yof clearing house certifi- 
cates was again raised on yesterday, 
when Judge L. S. Roan, of the superior 
court, criminal division, overruled a de- 
murrer in the case of T. W. Ezzard, a 
farmer résiding near Buckhead, who 
was placed on trial on a charge of 
forging certificates on tle Columbus 
Clearing House Association during the 
panic of 1907. 

The demurrer, filed by Ezzard’s coun- 
sel, F. A. Quillian, of Atlanta; Barry 
Wright, of Rome, and T. T. Miller, of 
Columbus, declares that a bank or asso- 
clation of banks has no right to issue 
clearing house certificates under the 
law, and that, therefore, a certificate 
cannot be made subject matter for 
forgery. The state, through County 
Attorney Luther Rosser, argued that 
this question was settled in the Neal 
bank cases. In refusing the demurrer, 
Judge Roan declared that_he would pre- 
fer the supreme court to settle the 
points involved. 

Ezzard was indicted jointly with C. 
E. Davis, a Rome attorney; W. O. Bow- 
den, of Columbus, and R. M. Williams, 
of Atlanta, but is being tried sepa- 
rately.

Ex-Teacher Was Suing 21 
Men and Women. 


Case of J. H. Bailey for $35,- 
000 Damages From Citizens 
of Canon, Ga., Settled Out 
of Court. 


Athens, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—The 
case of J. H. Bailey against twenty-one 
men and women of Canon, Ga., for $36,- 
000 damages on account of being horse. 
whipped by several! ladies of that place 
last year, was settled this afternoon for 
$400, that amount to include settle- 
ment of fines of $25 against each de- 
fendant in the town of Canon. 

Professor J. H. Bailey alleged that h 
was horse-whipped by these ladies on 
February 7, 1908, and driven from the 
town. 

In the answer of the defendants, two 
of them admitted striking him with 
buggy whips, and the others deny strik- 
ing him. All deny driving him from the 
town. In this answer the ladies set 
}forth that Bailey had stated that there, 
Was not a virtuous woman in Canon 
and that they went to him to see 
whether or not he had really said so 
He admitted that he had said so, except 
that he did not mean it to apply to one 
of the ladies present. The ladies had 
armed themselves with buggy whips, 
that is, a portion of them had, and they 
Say they did so because Bailey was of 
a violent temper. When he gaid to them 
that he-did mean to apply the state- 
ment to them, they allege that he threw 
his hand behind him as if to draw a 
pistol and that they then etruck him 
with the whips. 

Bailey was represented by Sidney C. 
Tapp, of Atlanta, while the defendants 
were represented by Judge Hamilton 
McWhorter, Colonel 8. J. Tribble and 
Colonel Miles W. Lewis, of this city.

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AS TO A TARIFF ON TEA. 


It is pretty well settled that the new tariff bill will not impose a cus- 
toms duty on either coffee or tea. The protest against the “breakfast table 
tax” has carried the day, and the proposal] to tax these articles has practi- 
cally been dropped. 

There are still certain interests, however, which, for pecuniary reasons, 
would like to see both coffee and tea upon the taxed list. 

The interesting argument is being advanced that certain of the southern 
states could easily develop the tea-growing industry, provided tea were taxed 
sufficiently to make up for the difference in the cost of production here and 
in other tea-producing countries. 

South Carolina, the yield of whose tea farms has increased in ten years 
from 1,500 to 15,000 pounds, has proven that-an excellent quality of tea can 
be grown in the southern states. The enterprise is a credit to the industry 
and progressiveness of that state. But the cost of production is said to be 
20 cents a pound more than in the Orient, where most of the world’s supply 
of tea is grown. 

Therefore, it is urged, if a-duty of 20 cents per pound were levied upon 
this product, it would result in the development of a great tea-growing in- 
dustry in the south. j 

But, it may well be asked, do we want it at that price? 

Where is the justice in putting an additional burden of 20 cents per 
pound upon the consumer in order to enable a comparatively small number 
of producers to build up an industry which nature has so evidently designed 
for other lands and other climates? 

We might grow bananas in hothouses at a cost several hundred per cent 
greater than that in the tropical countries, where they thrive in the open 
field. The same atgument would put a sufficient tax upon that fruit to 
make our hothouse crop a profitable one. 

Rather let us keep to those things in which nature has given us at least 
a@ partial monopoly, than try to create monopoly artificially by putting addi- 
tional burdens upon the already overtaxed producer. 

We might grow coffee here by an intensive and expensive process of 
farming, but that would not justify a heavy tariff upon that commodity in 
order to enable us to seize upon an industry for which nature has not given 
us the facilities. . 

There are plenty of cahcahanda and unexpanded resources in the south 
in which there is promise of abundant return, without trying to make the 
American consumer pay the cost of some expensive and, perhaps, doubtful 
experiment.

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Though the arguments are being pretty well disseminated, it is by no. 


means likely that the influences which are seeking to have a tariff tax put 
upon tea will have successful weight.

Before and during the war the south was noted for an able individualistic 
Especially receding that momentous conflict, men with intellect 
and conscience capable of grappling with the instrumental issues that divided 
the nation fought out their meaning on both sides and in sturdy fashion in 
our. public forums. This divergence of opinion, healthy and encouraging to 
the development of manhood, was continued to the very verge of the civil 
war, contradictory views regarding which event can be found in the yellowed 
files of several .of the leading southern ante-bellum newspapers. 

Following the peace of Appomattox and the chaos of reconstruction, the 
exigencies of a baffling situation gave birth to a biased and one-voiced jour- 
nalism, regardless of what uneasy antagonism. of opinion might be found 


below the surface. - 
The restricting demands of that day have passed. What The Republican 


notes is.a reassertion of the original virility. of debate and. logical con- 


troyersy that created southern statesmen and a salutary public sentiment in 
the old days. 

Political tolerance is the groundwork of that which is admired by our 
New~England contemporary, since strength and forcefulness in political or 
any other argument cannot survive save where there is freedom and inde- 


pendence of expression.

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WHAT JUVENILE STATE 


Eéitor Constitution: Recently there 
has been appearing in the columns of 
The Constitution a segies of articles 
from the pen of th@Hon. Clifford L. 
Anderson, touching upon the Juvenile 
State, planned by the Juvenile Protec- 
tive Association. These articles are of 
unusual interest and must attract 
thoughtful consideration. 

‘When we notice the vast amounts of 
money appropriated annually for court 
houses, jails, prison farms and also the 
great machinery of our criminal courts 
operated for the arrest and conviction 
of criminals, together with the long list 
of’ men employed and fees paid in the 
state of Georgia alone, the sum staggers 
the calm and sedate man who believed 
that be was living in a civilized country, 
enjoying peace and liberty under his 
own vine and fig tree, with none to 
molest and harm- htm. In a 
sense this is true, but all the 
while he is behind the massive 
bulwark of our police and criminal 
courts. That this defense is strong and 
powerful, we admit with pride; but with 
equal frankness we must admit that ft 
‘is expensive and at best apprehends and 
punishes but.a small per cent of our 
actual criminals, and, worst of all, it 
rarely reforms. Nevertheless, this bul- 
wark must be and will always be in 
proportion to the tendency to crime 
manifested by our citizens; lessen the 
crimes and you lessen the expense of 
maintaining police and crimina] tribu- 
nals. 

Then as a matter of financial economy, 
the Juvenile State is worthy of our suD- 
port; because it proposes to take the 
embryonic criminal in the plastic stage 
and transform him into a useful cftizen. 


| But the greatest and most important 


factor in this connection is not the com- 
monwealth, but is the individual whom 
the Juvenile State proposes to reform. 
If it ig successful in this, both great 
ends will have been gained in so far as 
the sphere of influence of the protective 
association reaches; because we have 
saved a citizen from a life of shame 
and crime,’ which is the best safeguard 
that a commonwealth can have‘against 
riot and anarchy. 

4 The Juvenile ‘Protective Association 
purposes to take that class of children 
which is “morally sick,’ with a malady 
that refuses to yield to the treatment 
available in their environment and place 
them in an atmosphere where they are 
not influenced by the companionship ot 
old and hardened criminals, either in the 
slums, on the highways, or even in the 
prisons, but where they are under thé 
direction and wise management of those 
who never lose sight of the ultimate end 
in view, pamely, good citizenship. 

The danger that overhangs the way- 
ward youth if he is unchecked in his 
downward career is imminent,‘and the 
danger to the best interests of our civic 
and social life is as great, because we 
may try ever so hard to erect safeguards 
against his viciousness as a grown-up 
criminal and shun him in every possibile 
way, yet the fact remains that he is an 
integral part of our civic, if, not to say, 
of our social life. No fireside is safe 
so long as lawlessness is abroad, and 
noble, virtuous thanhood end woman- 
hood are never secure while surrounded 
by vice and immorality. 

The plans and projects of the Juvenile 
Protective Association are of the most 
vital importance to all interested in the 
uplifting of humanity. It is well known 
that Dr. Hardman has contributed lib- 
erally to this cause, and that many of 
our most ardent and active workers in 
this field. of endeavor are giving their 
time and thought to the best interests 
of the project, yet with all this there is 
an urgent call for means to continue 
this worthy cause. 

Let all our people become fnhterested in 
this consideration of a step so merito- 
rious, and then we may fee] that the 
ones who supply the needed means will 
surely satisfy themselves that here is 
a worthy cause in which they may-for- 
ever live by the investment of their 
funds in its establishment and support.

According to an opinion furnished 
Secretary of State Philip Cook yester- 
day by Attorney General John C. Hart, 
there is no question as to the consti- 
tutionality of the Georgia law which 
requires all corporations doing busi- 
ness in this state, both foreign and do- 
mestic, to register with the secretary 
of state and to pay therefor a registra- 
tion fee—one dollar the first time and 
fifty cents a year thereafter. 

The question as to the constitutional- 
ity of the act was raised by the St. 
Louis and Southwestern Raflyoad Com- 
pany, which maintains an agency in 
Georgia. and questioned the right of 
the state to require the payment of 
this fee. Judge Hart holds that it is 
in no sense a tax, but a fee provided 
for the purpose of paying the expense 
of registration and recording of certain 
information which is regarded as of 
public interest,
